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COVENT GARDEN. 

‘Tur rather ponderous Tragedy of King John was acted, last night. 
We believe the intention in bringing forward this play at present, was 
not merely to exhibit Mr Macreapy in the part of the violent, yet 
weak-minded John, but to give to Mrs. Ocinvir an opportunity of ap- 
pearing in a new character ; however, she did not fill the part of 
Lady Constance, although long advertised for it :—/Vhy---we know 
not.. The Public, certainly, have. been a little disappointed ; and, 
perhaps, it would be well if the Managers were so good as to tell us 
the reason of Mrs. Ogitvic’s non-appearance. Mrs. Favcir took the 
charaeter, and went through it without making any striking points; 
but, upon the whole, respectably. Of Mr. Macreavvy’s John, we 
must speak with rather qualified praise. It is far from being his best 
character---yet there is much fine acting in it. He obtained well- 
merited applause in the scene where he tampers with Huberf, and 
urges him te destroy the young Prince. 


Mr. Benner acted Hubert with consideradle effect; but he was 
greatly inferior to what we have witnessed from Mr. Macreapy in 
that character; and particularly in the scene with the accusing 
Nobles, Mr. Bennett exhibited hardly sufficient force of indignatien 
at the charge of murder which is brought against him. He is, how- 
ever, a good actor; although some of his attitudes have too much of 
habit about them. For instance, his thrusting the fingers of his right 
Gand into his vest ; and supporting his sword-hilt with his left hand.

The most entertaining character of the piece is Faulsonbridgt, 
which was played vy Mr. C. Kempix in admirable style. We never 
saw him hit off the free-spoken slip oi Caur de Lion, in a happier 
vein. He received great applause in almost every scene. Miss Foore 
had only to look lovely in the Lady Blanche ; and although that is not 
all she is capable of doing, yet she eflected that so well, we hardly 
thought of her silenee. But how does it happen that the recent repre- 
sentative of the youthful, blooming Cherry, is thrust into the vale of 
years, and made to enact grand-dames! Why this, surely, is almost 
as bad as if in the Carnival Spectacle, Spring were pushed on instead 
of Winter. Mrs. Visine, really, must suspend her matronly honors 
for at least some twenty years: as we cannot at present spare her 
from among the maiden throng. ‘The Tragedy was well received ; and 
announced by Mr. C. Kempix for Mcnday next, amidst considerable 
applause.
